to the exact meaning of which nobody is 
very sure. 

Meanwhile, the Austrian and the Rus- 
sian army corps had been advanced stead- 
ily to the frontier. With half a million 
men massed on the Galician and Servian 
borders, Austria quickly found herself ! 
subjected to a financial strain which she 
Was scarcely equal to. No such difliculty 
occurred on the other side of the fron- 
tier. The Servians anyway were mo- 
bilized, and were fighting in Macedonia. 
To Russia, to move half a million or a 
million men towards Galicia, and to keep 
them there, was no particular strain at 
all. They were. not taken away 
profitable industries, nor did their ab- 
sence cause prosperous trades to stand 
still. 
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Matters were still in this state of ten- 
gion when the armistice was signed and 
the peace delegate: and the ambassadors 
met simultaneously in London. What 
the ambassadors really agreed upon is

In his little cot- 
tage home here the patience of Goodyear 
was finally rewarded in 1839 with his dis- 
covery of the vulcanization of rubber. His 
memory is perpetuated in Woburn by the | 
Goodvear school, named in his honor, The 
beautiful colonial mansion of Col, Loammi 
Baldwin, born here in 1744, still stands. 
The Baldwin apple was originated by him. 
Here also in 1753 Benjamin Thompson 
(Count Rumford), the eminent natural | 
scientist, was born. His birthplace at 
North Woburn, cared for by the Rum- 
ford Historical Association, is an object of | 
interest to visitors. These two, stu- 
dents at Harvard, used to walk to Cam- 
bridge from their Woburn homes. Two 
presidents of Harvard College were born 
in Woburn—Samnel Lock, president 1770- 
1773, and James Walker, 1853-1860. Here 
was the home of, Benjamin Champney, 
noted nature artist and pioneer discoverer 
to the world on canvas of the beauty of 
White scenery.

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1 MUNICIPAL government in the United States 
is in the transition stage. This is true even 
in cases where the old order has been over- 
turned to make room for the new. The com- 
mission form of government, generally speak- 
ing, is regarded as a forward step; it is not 
settled, however, that it will work any more 
satisfactorily than the aldermanic or coun- 
cilmanic system in communities where indit- 
ference is a normal or even a periodic charac- 
teristic of the people. On the contrary, it has been found that in 
instances where the commission form of municipal government has 
heen left to work itself out automatically, or, worse still, where it 
has been left to the direction of the old-school local politicians, its 
failure has been more pronounced and pitiable than that of the dis- 
carded ward and spoils system. We presume this is why com- 
munities, tired of their present plan of government, hesitate to make 
a change. It is a serious question whether they would need to 
make a change, or be justified in making one, if they would give 
as much civic loyalty and devotion to the old system as they must 
give to the new in order to make it successful. 

More people hold to the belief than are prepared to confess it 
that one of the prime causes of indifferent, or seemingly indifferent, 
citizenship is the exacting demand of the period upon the time of 
the average man. Modern professional, business, and even social 
requirements are such that those who are active in the world's 
affairs are literally overwhelmed with details. Labor-saving devices 
have been introduced into business procedure, and by delegating his 
authority to another, man may be relieved of numerous social duties ;

She is the home guard, 
she often sees more of what is going on ‘in the community than does 
man, feels the need of improvement more keenly, knows better how 
it can be brought about. Why need she wait for the franchise in 
order to give her thought, her energy, her moral support, her potent 
influence to the welfare of her village, her town or her city? Cannot 
she take good care of some of the details even though her husband 
monopolizes the franchise, and thereby prepare herself for taking 
eood care of more of them when she shares his political privileges ?

Passing resolutions on national questions is not an exercise to 
be unduly encouraged in the state Legislatures. There are enough 
home problems, and it takes quite enough time to handle them, But 
the coal matter is an exception. A situation in which the common 
right of men to share in the bounty of nature is violently denied 
mav well be taken note of and the higher legislative body prodded 
to action. ‘Tendency to classify all projects and to affix a technical 
label would mark as socialism the proposal that the government 
shall become the owner ot the mines and the agent of the people for 
their operation. But the label need not aftright. In one place is 
a great body of fuel in the earth, in another the need of it by the 
people of a great region. Between the two is what seems to be a 
selfish, ill-regulated, economically outrageous svstem. Then, as 
against the process with its untair toll, with its enrichment of the 
few men who have come intq control of the stores of nature, and 
its aid to the impoverishment of the many by whom the fuel is 
needed, why not take action to secure a readjustment that shall be 
fair? 

The eastern part of the United States has the greatest possible 
cause to assert itself on the continuing injustice that makes it uncer- 
tain each season as to whether or not it is to be permitted to have 
coal and only certain that, if so permitted by the barons, the price 
is likely to seem extortionate. Indications are not lacking that the 
people of New England, at least, are not dull to the necessity the 
situation puts upon the national government to take the extreme 
course. The Massachusetts representatives were, it seems certain, 
not far from the view of their constituents.

Ever since the 
moment of the Crimean war, a great Vienna paper recent) 
announced, the policy of Russia has been to engulf the ~- Balkan 
states, whilst that of Austria has been to maintain the status quo of 
Turkey. From the point of view of Russia, it has been the mis- 
lortune of the government of the Czar to fail, mainly because the 
Bulgarian Red Riding Hood was astute enough to perceive the teeth 
ot the bear. On the other hand, the undoing of Austria has been 
the weakness of the Turk which enabled the eagle to’succeed where 
the bear failed. The annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina was 
the strangest effort to preserve the status quo.which could have 
been conceived. ' 

Bismarck once scoffed at the idea of.a struggle between the 
whale and the elephant, but a struggle between the Bear and the 
eagle is more conceivable. It is no particular secret that the war of 
last autumn was a triumph for the diplomacy of Monsieur Sazanoft. 
Count Berchtold did all he knew to prevent it. Better than most 
people, the successor of Count Aehrenthal understood the aim of 
the successor of Monsieur Isvolsky. _ Fortunately ther€ igpa power 
today in Europe incontestably greater than the sword.’

Whatever the relation of 
cause and effect, the important matter is that “there are fewer abuses 
in the conduct of corporations than there were a*few yéars ago.” 
.qually certain is it that there will be fewer in°1914 than there are 
now. And this because a- popular movement has acquired momen- 
tum that cannot be resisted, and that must be allowed to run its 
length. Recent decisions of the supreme court, recent sentences of 
men found guilty of monopoly aggression, and the personal platform 
of the coming national executive, conspire to make it apparent that 
no halt in the process can be expected. Where conformity to the 
new ethical code is not voluntary, it will doubtless be compelled. 

Discretion has become the better part of valor in this matter. as 
wise and law-abiding men never have failed to know and to sav. 
The principle of liberty having been abused, a reaction toward 
emphasis on authority is only natural.

American drama as that made by William | 
H. Crane, in a paper read recently betore the | Fifty Y ears 
of the 


faculty and students of. the University of 
California, are always welcome. They pos- 

sess the charm of personal reminiscence as American 
well as the worth of intelligent personal 

observation. But in the introduction to the Stage 

brief summary of the address sent out by 

telegraph, Mr. Crane’s contemporaries, in ~~~ —— 
and out of his profession, will find, we believe, a passage to which 
they will be disposed to take exception. This introduction tells the 
reader that Mr. Crane dealt with “the stage and its development as 
he had viewed it, from a crude beginning through fifty years of 
actual experience to its present important position,” etc. If the idea 
intended to be conveyed here is that the American stage was crude 
fifty years ago compared with what it is today, it may be assumed 
at once that Mr. Crane is in no wise responsible for the statement. 
He probably had nothing to do with the introduction, but it is asso- 
ciated’ so closely with his name that the average reader -may credit 
the opinion to him. : 

What, in reality, had the American stage to offer, speaking 
broadly, in the period of fifty years ago? It could command, to 
begin with, all that 300 years of dramatic creation and production 
had to offer, and it drew upon this fund liberally. It had at its 
command, also, the greatest actors of the time, and they were as 
great as those of any time. It Had Shakespeare, Beaumont and 
Fletcher, Goldsmith, Richard Brinsley Sheridan, Sheridan Knowles, 
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and all of the playwrights of the early Victorian era at its disposal, 
but it cid not limit itself to the English drama any more than to the 
l‘nglish actor. France, Germany. ltaly and Spain were regularly 
represented on the American stage of fifty years ago. Lessing and 
Goethe and Schiller, Ohlenschlager, Alfieri, Manzoni and Silvio 
Pellico, and the most eminent of their successors. were freelv trans- 
lated and reproduced in those days for the entertainment of this 
part ot the new world. If England sent over John Charles Kean. 
Italy sent Salvini; if England sent Adelaide Neilson. she was verv 
likely to be brought into competition with Ristori. And no matter 
now the genius of foreign lands might be represented in the period, 
say, of 1860-75, there was always the American galaxy comprising 
such artists as Edwin Forrest, Edwin Booth, Charlotte Cushman. 
dwin Adams, Maggie Mitchell, E. L. Davenport, Mrs. D. P. 
Bowers, John McCullough, Barry Sullivan, Lawrence Barrett. loseph 
Jefferson, John E. Owens, and a score of others, all excellent in their 
special lines, some distinguished with the approval and applause of 
two continents. And mingling constantly with these were actors 
and actresses from other lands, such as Charles Fechter, Tanuschek. 
\Modjeska—and the one-time associate of Mr. Crane, Stuart Robson 
—who in course of time became as American as the Americans 
themselves.

In this con- 
nection he Says: “To my mind one of the most unportant advances 
made by the United States Chamber of Commerce is in the decision 
to admit as members, on certain conditions, individual business firms 
as well as commercial associations.” 

The declared purpose of the national organization, in part, is 
“to encourage and promote the organization of associations of busi- 
ness men in all parts of the country.” This seems to permit of the 
almost indefinite expanggyn of its membership. It must be an all- 
embracing institution, indeed, if its objects are to be achieved. It 
has set itself the task of studying the work of existing commercial 
organizations and their value in their respective trades and com- 
munities ; it proposes to advocate the standardization of association 
methods, to study the work performed by all government bureaus, 
to analyze all commercial statistics gathered at home and abroad, 
to inform itself as to the comniercial needs of the country, in its 
domestic. and foreign relations, so as: to~be competent to express 
before the national Legislature, when important measures are pend- 
ing, the busitfess opinion of the nation. 

It would seem that in order to come approximately to the point 
of efficiency desired, President Wheeler's plan for the establishment 
of branches of the Washington headquarters in all parts of the 
United States, and of thereby interesting all the business of the 
L’nited States in the work of the central chamber, must be carried 
out. Manifestly, ‘anything short of an organization that would 
embrace the entire country and reflect the views of all of its com- 
mercial and industrial interests could not properly voice the national

The reduc- 
tion in the number of members of the committee, the centralization 
of authority, the stricter discipline, and some other details of, the 
reforming process have not been due to any ofhcial lust for authority 
or to any desire to diminish in any way the prestige of the teaching 
force. The aim in view has been to place responsibility, to equip 
officials with power to resist political and other mfluences that are 
either openly or secretly hostile to the schools, and to restore the 
local school system to its former place in the national rating. 


Neither external nor internal disturbing tactors should be 
allowed by the citizens of Boston to induce them to consent to legisla- 
tive tinkering with a problem that needs quite different handling.
